AFTER A FORGER. 


WitneTMea Summoned to Identify 
a 


Clever Swindler Who Visited 


This City Last Spring. 


Detective Dennis Sullivan, of Mil- 


waukee, was in the city this morning, 
coming up to summon G. E. McDill 
and Louis Brill, cashier and vice 
president of the Citizens National 
bank, to appear in the Cream City in 
a few days and identify one of the 
most clever old forgers in the coun- 
try. 
On the 10th of last April this 


last named individual, who gave his 
name as R. L. Goodwin, appeared in 
Stevens Point and purchased a draft 
for $18.00 at the Citizens National, 
saying that he wished to send that 
amount to his home in Green Bay. 
He was a tali, round shouldered man, 
with grey hair and whiskers, and 
between 50 and 60 years of age, 
Both Messrs. Brill and McDill were 
in the bank at the time, and from 
the man's actions their suspicions 
were aroused. 


Nothing further was thought of the 


draft, however, until after the first 
of the following month, when it came 
back from the Wisconsin National 
bank, at Milwaukee, upon which it 
had been drawn, but instead of being 
only $18.00, it was now $1,800, and 
bad been duly paid by the latter in- 
stitution. 
After -buying the draft 


here, it was sent by the forger to New 
York, where the changes and altera- 
tions were duly made, requiring the 
most expert skill, and while the job 
was a bungling one in some respects, 
it baffled the wits of the teller and 
other bank officials at Milwaukee. 
The draft was issued here on the 10th, 
and the date was changed on its face 
to the 21st, but instead of being "st" 
it was left "th" after the figures. 
This was overlooked, however, when 
the draft was paid. Mr. McDill's sig- 
nature was also quite cleverly forged 
on the back of the draft. 
The Citi- 


zens National bank is out nothing by 
the forgery, the loss falling upon the 
Wisconsin National. 
Several other 


banks in this state were brought in 
in the same manner by the smooth old 
individual, including one at Appleton, 
and it is estimated that he succeeded 
in securing fully $50,000 in this state 
and Iowa. 
Goodwin was arrested in 


New Jersey a short time ago, but his 
pals in crime have not yet been appre- 
hended.

AUGUSTUS o. BACON. William Law of 


Savannah, one of Georgia's distinguished 
men. When a mere lad, hlg parents died, 
and he was left in tho care of his grand- 
mother. 
He entered the University of 


Georgia at the age of 16 and was graduat- 
ed in the collegiate course in 1859. 
He 


had meantime turned his eyeb toward the 
law, and he was graduated from the legal 
department a year later a full fledged dis- 
ciple of Blackstone. 


He had barely hung out his shingle In 


Atlanta when the war began, and he en- 
tered tho Confederate army as adjutant of 
the Ninth Georgia regiment. In 1864 he 
married Mies Virginia Lnmar of Macon, 
and after tho restoration of peace resumed 
the practice of his profession in Macon, 
where he has since resided. Major Bacon 
was very successful as a lawyer from the 
start, and he now ranks high among the 
legal lights of Georgia. 


The year 1868 marked his debut in pol- 


itics, and his first office was that of presi- 
dential elector for what was then the 
Fourth congressional district of Georgia. 
He was but 28 years of age, but his 
speeches on the great questions that fol- 
lowed reconstruction marked him as one 
of Georgia's coming men of affairs. 
In 


December, 1£70, ho began what was des- 
tined to be a ten years' service in the state 
legislature, and the young member from 
Bibb became such a power that he was 
elected speaker of the house four times and 
lacked but two votes of wielding the gavel 
for the fifth time. For eight years he pre- 
sided over the house as speaker and for 
two years as speaker pro tern. His wide 
knowledge of law and parliamentary rules 
and his splendid executive ability made 
him one of the most capable speakers the 
Georgia house ever had. 


In 1888 he was a candidate for governor, 


but after a three days' deadlock in the 
convention a committee appointed to sug- 
gest a candidate reported in favor of Henry 
D. McOaniel. 
Major Bacon lacked but a 


single vote of receiving as many as Mc- 
Daniel. In 1885 General Gordon defeated 
him for tho gubernatorial nomination aft- 
er a most exciting campaign. 
He began 


his active canvass for tho United States 
sonatorship last July, and for over three 
months he has been traveling and speak- 
ing continuously. His campaign was con- 
ducted with rare generalship, and his or- 
ganization went into every county and ev- 
ery senatorial and congressional district in 
the state. His term of service in the sen 
nte will begin March 4, 1895. 


COLUMBIA COLLEGE'S NEW LIBRARY. 


It Will Henemble the Pantheon and Will 


Be a Alaenlflcent Structure. 


Columbia college, the famous New York 


seat of learning, has been in existence 
longer than the government of tho United 
States. Harvard, tho first American col- 
lego, tyas founded in J638, and Columbia, 
tho sixth In point of age, oponed its doors 
with n class of eight in a vestry room of 
Trinity church July 17, 1764. The first 
site of tho college was not far west of the 
present Now York postofllce, and the col- 
lege is now located on Madison avenue at 
Forty-ninth street. This site, however, 
has long been considered inadequate, and 
in 18'JG the college will move to its new 
location on Washington heights, between 
One Hundred and Sixteenth and One Hun- 
dred and Twentieth streets. Tho site cov- 
ers ten acres, and upon it tho college au- 
thorities expect to ultimately erect hand- 
some buildings costing nearly $3,000,000, 
providing generous friends of tho college 
donate them. 


Tho proposed library building is to bo 


the principal structure of tho group, and 
tho plans and specifications call for an ex- 
penditure of Jf730,000. 
The building will 


occupy tho crest of the hill now occupied 
by tho old Bloomingdnlo asylum and will 
front on One Hundred and Fourteenth 
street, tho only street that will cut through 
the property cast aud west. The structure

•will be of n classic style of architecture, 
suggesting tho Pantheon, and tho grand 
entrance, 326 feet wide, will somewhat re- 
semble the entrance to the capitol at 
Washington. Tho building will bo capped 
by a dome rising 800 feet above the Hud- 
ton river, and from the ambulatory of tho 
dome may be obtained a wido vlow of the 
ocean and surrounding country. 
Inside 


there will bo nmple accommodation* for 
500 renders under tho dome, and above and 
around them will rise three stories of 
•helves containing the enormous library of 
the college. 


From the floor to tho dome will be nn 


unbroken stretch of three stories, but tho 
books will bo easily accessible from mez- 
zantlno floors. Between the shelves and 
the outer walls of the fireproof building 
will b« numerous small rooms separated 
by sliding doors. These rooms ore de- 
signed for quiet study rooms and may bo 
thrown together, 
Nonr the proposed li- 


brary's side are the Grant monument and 
the now Cuthedrnl of St. John tho Divine.

In tho opinion of Dr. Michnclis of Ber- 


lin tho greatest enemies to tho permanen- 
cy of the portlaud cement used In marine 
structures am tho sulphates contained in 
sea water. 
If thcrv ID any great quantity 


of alumina and ferric uxldo In the cement, 
tho structure lironks up sooner than other- 
wise. This Is acc'iuntod for by the fact 
tbut tho sulphate formn, with the aluml- 
nate and ferrate of lime, a number of crys- 
talline compounds, such as baslo sulphate 
of lime, alumlno sulphate and ferro sul- 
phate of lime. 
These compounds take up 


a largo quantity of water of oryftallizatlon, 
so that tho total volume is much increased; 
hence tho weakness and disintegration of 
the cement structure. 


Dr. Mlchaells considers that the separa- 


tion of hydrate of magnesia is quite innoc- 
uous, for U is only displaced from its solu- 
tion In tho form of a flocculent, slimy hy- 
drate, which, if anything, is useful In 
stopping up the pores. His general recom- 
mendation to users of concrete for marine 
work is to choose a cement rich is silica 
and as poor as possible in alumina and 
ferric oxide, and to envelop the structure 
with an impermeable mixture composed 
of one part of cemont with S3 to 2 K parts of 
sand of mixed grain, of which at least 
one-third should bo very fine mind, and to 
this the requisite amount of ballast should 
bo added.

POLICE BLACKMAIL. 


AS IT WAS UNCOVERED 
BY 
THE 


UEXOW COMMITTEE. 


An Outline of What W*» Developed ot til* 


l>iil« K» of the Anliunl tilveii by the M»n 
\Vh» Aftkrd Uutwtluiis—Hum Ideation, ol 
the Curruiit Hystvui. 


WASHINGTON, JJov. '£!.—John W. Goff, 


the prosecuting attorney for the Lexow 
committee, who is stopping In Washiug- 
ton for u few days, him given the Kvening 
Mar an interview of nearly three columns 
on tho work of the committee. "It was, 
UK you may imagine," lie said, "a tremen- 
dous toi.sk that confronted us when wo 
started tho investigation. We know posi- 
tively that the police department of New 
York, a most magnificent organization as 
regards its own strength, was systemat- 
ically blackmailing all classes of citizen!!. 
That tremendous power had seized uoon 
the community until It had obtained com- 
plete possession. There wero two distinct 
elements that prevented, at tho beginning, 
a fair start, and had escaped us in our 
efforts to get reliable testimony. These 
were, first, tho fears, and second, the ap- 
athy of the citizens. 


Everybody Was Blackmailed. 


"I speak within the bounds of my 


knowledge when I any that there was not 
a business man in New York city who had 
not felt the power of police blackmail. 
There were perhaps a very few Instances 
where honorable men had refused to give 
their tithes of illegal tax to the police, 
but almost without exception these men 
were forced out of business. One peculiar 
feature nbout the blackmail was that it 
spared no one class, however obscure its 
calling. 1 have particularly in mind the 
cull makers, who are among the most up- 
right and sturdily honest pooplo in New 
York. They are mostly retired sea cap- 
tains, commander* of the old clipper ships 
who have been forced'out of business by 
Ihe Introduction of steam, or their sons. 
Not one of theeo honest men dared to open 
his mouth and complain. 


Was Not Wine to "Oo Higher." 


"So the question wag. what classes 


should wo apply to and appeal to in our 
crusade. We were urged at times, and 
Importunately, to 'go higher,' and nail 
the responsibility to the source of author- 
ity. 
On this question we held most earn- 


est consultations, and finally decided that 
It would not bo wise or efficacious to do 
HO. Our duty was to arouse the conscience 
of the people of New York, which hod 
long been smothered—almost killed. The 
common people, the voters, the people 
who most felt tho oppression of tho po- 
lice, would need to bo aroused by differ- 
ent methods 
They were to have tho 111- 


ffccls of police corruption brought to 
iheir hearts. 


"Tho spectacle of a little boy sitting all 


night on the top step of a police station, 
crying bitterly for his father, who had 
icen unjustly arrested and brutally beaten 
>y the police, meant more to these people 
ihan tho demonstration that tho captain 
md pnid large money for his promotion,or 
;hnt the commissioner, perhaps, had been 
jrlbed. Tho common fellows would not 
notice such mutters,but they would notice 
tho tyranny of tho police over the apple 
woman, over tho peanut roaster, over the 
Hiotblaek. the newsboy, tho keeper of a 
imall sodnwater stand, the owners of little 
restaurants—a great class of honest cltl- 
eeus, striving, struggling, for a living. 


Hurd to Move the Well-to-Do. 


'The men at the clubs, the more idlo 


classes of tho population, drinking over 
bho fancy bars of tho tip-town hotels and 
roHtntirants, dining at the eaten, might 
Kisslbly IKJ interested in tho exposure of 


i high olllcial, but it would not shock 


ihom, it would not arouse in them such a 
'oeling of personal resentment as would 
cad them to go to tho polls and by their 
votes aid In crushing the power which 
ihesi! things signified. 


You may bo surprised when I Ray that 


>few York under tho rule of the police do- 
Hirtmont * * * was far worse as re- 
gards tho individual comfort of citizens 
ilian St. Petersburg under tho most vio- 
ent police regime 
This was accidentally 


lliistratifl by a witness who took tho 
stand one day. lie was a I'olo who hud 
been Bent to SilHiria as a result of the Pol 
sh insurrection. 
Ho had escaped and 


reached this country, and about a year 
fter his arrival he was unjustly arrested 
anil cruelly beaten. His story was told 
with an Irresistible quaint/ness and pa- 
;hos. * * * When ho was asked how 
the polieo of New York compared with 
.hose of St., Petersburg ho answered that 
the Russian police are gentle, and humane 
•ompatvd with those of our eity 


Dilllciilt lo Obtnlii Wltiirmtrn. 


'As an Illustration of the tremendous 


power wielded by this organization 1 will 
•efer to the difficulty we had in obtaining 
witnesses to go upon the stand and swear 
x> facts that they had brought to us in 
private. At first this applied to all classes, 
Doth reputable and disreputable. When 
ippealed to they would claim that if they 
ihould testify tho police would hound 
ihein out of the city. When asked if they 
:ould not go elsewhere and establish theni- 
iclves in business, thny would reply that 
ihe persecution of tho polled of New York 
!ollow them to every city in the country. 


"The lower classes of citizens woromado 


10 believe that blackmail was lawful and 
X'gular. They camo to consider the cap- 
>aln of their precinct as the source of all 
Municipal authority. 
In effect ho was 


uch to thorn. You ask mo if I think this 
>ower is now crushed. I do, most em- 
jhatlcally.' I think that tho public con- 
iclenco, having once boon aroused, tho 
machinery of this nauseous system ex- 
josed, will I*! a perpetual bar against tho 
levolopmcnt of such an organization in 
,ho future. I consider tho great danger to 
uir form of government lies in tho possi- 
bility of municipal misrule. 


"Centralization, I boliovo, as this in- 


vestigation has proved, is tho danger of 


) day. I believe that tho example of 


<ow York will 
servo 
to 
chock this 


icndcncy toward corruption and police 
lomination. I cannot answer tho ques- 
.ion 
as to where tho blackmail money

WHEELING, W. Vtt., Nov. SI.—The most 


Appalling; mlno disaster thut ever occurred 
In this section of the otnto occurred yes- 
terday shortly after noon at the Hlaneh 
conl mlnw on the Panhandle railway a* 
Collier*' Station. A new miner, an Hal 
Ian, mt off an overcharged blast which Ig- 
nited the coal diut In the mine and a fear- 
ful explosion followed, carrying death 
and destruction In IU path. There went 
forty-eight men In the mlno at the time 
and the following are known to N dead: 
Michael Roony, Thomas Jordan, Thomas 
Tucker, David Rowland, John Donnelly, 
Antonio Sattle, Mu/zle GUsledoo; the last 
five were married and Donnelly leaven ton 
children. The following are badly In- 
jured: Joae Refel; Raffle Neckl, will die; 
Jaipur Lawrence and Thomas Morris. 


Blew Two Men Out o, Che Mine. 


After the explosion there was a terriflo 


whirlwind In the mine, carrying every 
thing before it. Donnelly and Roony 
Were In the mine some distance from and 
going toward the mouth. The force of 
the explosion drove them nearly 100 yards 
out of the mouth of the mine and landed 
Roony on the railroad track, killing him 
instantly, while Donnelly landed In a 
gully, striking his head against a post. 
His brains were dashed out and scattered 
for yards around. His wife was the first 
to find him and she swooned away and la 
now lying prostrated by tho shook. There 
is little hope that she will recover. The 
news of the disaster quickly spread and in 
a few moments hundreds of people were 
crowded about tho mouth of the mine. 
Many heartrending scenes were enacted. 


Second Accident of the Kind. 


The wives and • children of the miners 


were frantic and strong men were over- 
come. In a short time a rescuing party 
consisting of George Benbeon, Nick Kern- 
Is, Arthur Ward, John Stewart and Will- 
iam Davis was organized and wont into 
the mines after the bodies. When the 
bodies were brought to tho surface many 
women swooned at the sight. Prosecuting 
Attorney C !ton and Coroner Wstkln- 
show, of We tlsburg, were soon on tho 
ground and took charge of the bodies and 
will conduct a rigid investigation. Tills 
is tho second accident of the kind which 
bos occurred at this mine. Just two years 
ago a similar explosion occurred In which 
throe were killed and several injured. The 
state mino Inspector will be hero to tako 
part in the Investigation. 


Sadden Death Pmtsed. Over Him. 


There were miraculous escapes when th« 


explosion occurred. William Davis wn 
in the entry 160 feet from the entrance, 
and when he heard the explosion h« lay 
down near the rib of tho mine and the 
whirlwind, carrying rocks, fire, and death, 
passed over htm 
An empty coal car 


standing ut the entrance of tho mine, wag 
blown twenty-five yards. 
Tho mlno il 


owned by W. E. Smith, of Wellsvllle, and 
L. O. Smith, of Cumberland. The min- 
ers charge that the accident was duo to 
the inexperience of the Italian miners, and 
declare they will not work with thorn any 
more.

Europe the Chief Difficulty. 


After the Franco-Prussian war the Ger- 


man forces thus held Belfort and other 
French fortresses until the enormous war 
indemnity of $1,000,000,000 had been paid 
to Germany. 
But disregarding these 


points of difference it is becoming more 
evident that the interference of European 
powers is the stumbling block in the way 
of a settlement of the war through the 
mediation of the United States. They 
nearly all have interests in the East which 
they regard as paramount to our own, and 
by no means relish the action of the United 
States, first in refusing to co-operate with 
them in intervening, and second In seek- 
ing to settle the war without reference to 
the interests of any nation other than 
China and Japan—the principals—which 
might result in the checking of the frui- 
tion of some little schemes for their own 
aggrandizement which had been formed. 


An official who has given much atten- 


tion to the subject is of the opinion that 
Russia will never consent to anything 
that looks like an Indefinite occupation of 
Corea by Japan, as Great Britain occupies 
Eff,\pfc, unlpss she is herself allowed to 
take possession of port in Corca for 
the eastern terminus of tlio Siberian rail- 
way. Franco is reported to have demand- 
ed a coaling station on the island of For- 
mosa, and Great Britain has reached out 
for the island of Chuscn. It is probable 
that any i ('presentations by these or other 
powers to the United States to have these 
claims included in the terms of peace 
would l.ill upon deaf ears, although it 
may be that the combined influence of 
these powers may dete.it our purpose to 
act as> a mediator

A Pupil of the Celebrated Chalmers. 
James McCosh was born in Carskeoch, 


Ayshlre, Scotland, April 1,1811. He stud- 
Jed at the University of Glasgow from 
1824 (111 1839. and at that of Edinburgh 
from 18^9 till 1834. In the latter institu- 
tion he was a pupil of Or. Thomas Chal- 
mers. Having written an essay on the 
Stoic philosophy, the honorary degree of 
A. M. was conferred upon him on motion 
of Sir William Hamilton. He was or- 
dained a minister of the Church of Scot* 
land at Arbroath In 1835, but removed In 
1899 to Brechin, where he ministered to 
1,400 communicants. In 1843 he took an 
active part in the organization of the 
Free Church of Scotland. While pastor 
at Brechin he published a work entitled 
"Method of Divine Government, Physical 
and Moral," In which he endeavors to In- 
terrogate nature by the inductive method, 
Inquiiing what is the method of the divine 
government, primarily In the physical 
world, and secondarily In providence as 
relating to the character of man and tend- 
ing to his restoration. 


Hla Removal to the United States. 


In 1868 he removed to the United States, 


having been elected president of the Col- 
lege of New Jersey at Princeton, where 
his administration has been remarkably 
successful. The staff of professors has 
been Increased from seventeen to forty- 
one, and the average attendance of stu- 
dents from 264 to #)8. Having been thus 
successful in his administration, nnd' do- 
siring to be relieved on account of ad- 
vancing years Dr. McCosh offered his res- 
ignation iu November, 1887, which took 
effect in June, 1888. He was voted a sal- 
ary as president emeritus, nud retained 
the chair of philosophy. Ho received tha 
degree ot LL D from Aberdeen in 1850, 
and from Harvard in 1868, while Queen'l 
university, Ireland, has given htm that of 
D. Lit.

A CaloHal Harp. 


The largest harp over made, so fur as Is 


known, was that invented and conntruot- 
ed by M. Vorltan, provost of Burkll, near 
Buttle. 
It WUH known UH tho gigantic me- 


teorological -fKoliun liarp. It wati it^O feet 
In length and was erected In the garden of 
Its inventor in 1787. This harp consisted 
of 15 iron wires, SliO feot in length, 
stretched between two poles. Tho wires 
were from two to three inches apart, the 
largest being one-sixth of an inch In thick- 
ness and the smallest one-twelfth of an 
Inch. They were placed In the direction o' 
north and south tind inclined in such a 
manner n» to form an auglo of from SO to 
80 degrees with tho horizon, being stretch- 
ed by moans of rollera properly disposed 
for tho purpose. 
Whenever tho weather 


changed, tho wires Hounded with such 
loudiiesti that it WOH impossible to go on 
with a concert In the house. The sound 
somctiinoH represented the hissing noiso of 
water in rapid ebullition, KomctirucH that 
of a harmonlcon and sometimes that of 
distant chimes or an organ. — Brooklyn 
Eagle.
